Twenty-five 
missionary pastors report baptisms, the largest 
numbers (wing 24 in Swede church, St Baul; 
22 into Emmauuel church. Minneapolis; 2." at 
Crookston; 22 at Brainerd; IS into the Norwe­ 
gian church, Minneapolis; 17 at Stillwater; IJ 
into the Norwegian church, HL Paul; 15 at 
Granita Falls; 14 in the lied river valley. 
Never in the history of the convention have 
th* missionaries reported so many baptisms. 
The churches, with rare exception, have paid 
their pastors the fall amount of salary pledged.

About a month after he was arrested 
MeSweeney 
wrote to Mr. Lowell claiming 
American protection.

American consul at Belfast, and requested him 
to

cepted office in Ireland, an office created by

the protective 
tariff. 
[Renewed 
cheering.] The question, then, is for Ohio to 
decide. 
On the 14th day of this month you 
will have an opportuuitr to tell the people of 
the United States whether you believe in that 
doctrine. 
If you do, you will insure not only 
it© continuance but "its permanent triumph. 
[Applause.] But if on the other hand you 
should falter and fall back, it might prove 
disastrous elsewhere. 
The responsibility is on 
von. 
Is your courage equal to your responsi­ 
bility? Is your confidence equal to you cour­ 
age? 
Then I have nothing more to say, ex­ 
cept to bid you good bye. 
[Enthusiastic and 
prolonged cheering.] 


WHY TEE B A E T E QUAKES. 


Stile Forces Suppose** to be s t W ork T h irty 
M iles B eneath V*. 
Professor George H. Herriman, ol 
Rutgers college, New Brunswick, has 
made the crust of the earth a study, and 
has written on the subject. 
He says r 
“While facts enongh regarding the 
extent of the earthquake of Sunday 
have not come to hand to enable me to 
speak on the direction of the earth 
wave or its peculiar feature* as com­ 
pared with other earthquakes, yet some­ 
thing may lie said as to the latest con­ 
victions of students of science on the 
nature of kite earth below the point any 
man can penetrate. 
That may lead us 
to guess intelligently at the cause ol 
earthquakes. 
“ Yon know the long received theory 
of the nature of the interior of the earth 
was that it is a molten mass, and that 
we move around on a crust enveloping 
the earth and caused by the cooling (rf! 
of this mass on the inside. 
It is un­ 
doubtedly true that aliout thirty miles 
below the earth’s surface the tempera­ 
ture is so high that everything is in a 
melted condition. 
We know this, be­ 
cause we have learned that every fifty 
feet we penetrate into the earth there is 
an increase of temperature of about one 
degree, and at a distance of thirty miles 
the heat is bo great that any substance 
we know’ of would melt. 
Perhaps tho melted mass is in the 
form of a liquid. 
That whold be cer­ 
tain but for the immense pressure on it. 
The pressure is estimated at 10,000teas 
on a square foot. 
Of course scientific 
men cannot experiment with matter at 
a high temperature with a pressure of 
10.000 tons to a square foot, so we can 
only guess what may be its condition. 
In talking about this melted mass thirty 
miles under ns the term water substance 
is used by geologists. 
‘‘How great is the distance through 
this water substance we do not know’, 
but it is certain that its destiny increases 
more and more, gradually, until the in­ 
terior of the earth is solid, probably, 
from the inconceivable premure 1,000, 
2.000 or 3,000 miles from the surface. 
Sir William Thompson has demonstrat­ 
ed that the earth must have a core rnncb 
denser than the land and water we live 
on. 
He points out the fact that if a 
shell univ thirty miles thi?k surrounded 
a molten liquid mass extending from 
one side of the earth through the cen­ 
tre to the other side, then the moon, 
through law of gravitation, would dis­ 
place the liquid or gas in the interior 
of the earth to such an extent that the 
earth's crust would bulge out in the di­ 
rection of the moon, making a tide in 
the solid crust of the earth, as certainly 
as the skin of an Oran go bulges out when 
you .squeeze the fruit between the palms 
of your hands. 
And this would be evi­ 
dent toils because the ocean tides would 
l>e almost, if not quite, imperceptible 
to us. 
To withstand the attraction of 
the moon, the earth, Sir "William says, 
rigid as steel. 
have the theory that the crust; 
the earth floats on and imposes an im­ 
mense weight on a water substance, 
which is inconceivably hot. 
Now, as to 
the way an earthquake may be caused. 
Suppose moisture trickled gradually, 
ye*ar after year, through this crust into 
a heated mass. 
In our atmosphere 
steam would be 
produced. 
Thirty 
miles Below us the pressure is so great 
that it is not likely that steam could be 
generated. 
One thing, thongh; the 
pressure of 10,000 tons to the square 
foot, a pressure exerted in every direc­ 
tion, would be increased. 
Some effect 
must be propuced down there, and it is 
easy to see that if one place in the 
earth's crust is weaker than another re­ 
gion where the water trickled in, then, 
‘the weakest place must stand the 
strain.’ It is not unreasonable to sup­ 
pose that this pressure below might be 
so great that the earth’s covering was 
shifted a little to adapt itself to the pres­ 
sure from below. 
This shifting of tim 
crust is, in fact, the earthquake. 
“I believe this theory lias the greater 
reason on irs side, because earthquakes 
are almost always in the region of vol­ 
canoes, and volcanoes are almost always 
in or near the ocean. 
“Another theory of earthquakes is 
t^at as the earth is very gradually cool­ 
ing off the crust is thickening on the 
under side and cracks or fissures on the 
under side of the crust many miles deep 
may occur in consequence of the enor­ 
mous pressure, so that the water sub­ 
stances rushes into a new jvoeition witl^ 
a force that would knock a continent 
out of shape if it took place on the earth’s 
surface. 
That motion would be suffi­ 
cient to produce a viabration thirty 
miles distant. 
“ Whatever the cause of the earth­ 
quake on Sunday,” added Professor 
Merriman, “I think the earth in the re* 
gion where it took place has either set­ 
tled into a new’ position or is forced 
back into an old position from which it 
was pushed by former earthquakes.”

The Burns Case Run Into Politico. 
The much talked of Burns case 
which has been noticed before in 
these columns came to a standstill 
again on Sunday night at 12o'clock 
the jury, having been out from 
Saturday morning until that time, 
failing to agree, standing eight for 
acquittal and four for conviction, 
were discharged by Judge Stearns, 
and the case was continued to be 
tried in Morrison county at the 
January term before Judge Collins 
of St. Cloud. 
This case has gain­ 
ed for itself more than ordinary 
notoriety on account of the deep 
interest that has been taken in 
the trial in behalf of Burns by 
some of the prominent cit zen a of 
this city and a certain political 
faction; iii fact the affair has been 
taken hold of for political capital. 
W. W. Erwin, a criminal lawyer 
of much note, and Judge Enos, 
the best counsel that could be pro­ 
cured were employed by the de­ 
fense while Geo. W. Holland ap­ 
peared for the state. Mr. Holland’s 
course in this case and his earnest 
endeavor to see right done have 
gaiued for him the praise and ad­ 
miration of all well meaning citi­ 
zens in Brainerd and Crow Wing 
county, and although he has been 
besieged by friends of Burns, who 
arc men of influence, to dismiss 
the case, lie has stood firmly to his 
sense of duty, and has not flinched 
to tell these men, who have threat­ 
ed to throw him over in the coming 
campaign for the legislature if he 
did not do as they wished, that he 
would do his duty regardless of 
consequences. 
At the court room 
when the jury was dismissed was a 
a iargecrowd of interested men and 
politicians, and Mr. Holland was 
again asked to dismiss the case as 
he would make more friends by so 
doing than he possibly could by 
doing otherwise, but his answer 
was to the effect that he was not 
there to make friends, but to see 
justice and right meted out and to 
fill the obligations of his office. An 
affidavit was filed by him to the 
effect that he could net get a fair 
and impartial trial in Crow Wing 
county from the fact that the j»eo- 
ple had heard the facts in the case 
and had decided in their own minds 
as to the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant, and that the sheriff was 
biased and prejudiced, which was 
the cause ot the case being carried 
to Morrison county. 
It is a sig­ 
nificant fact that the members ot 
the political party that was defeat­ 
ed at the polls in the spring election 
have stood by the defendant like a 
brother and done all in their power 
to clear him of the charge for pur­ 
poses l>est known to themselves, 
while the thinking class of citizens 
have desired to see just ice done and 
establish a precedent for the pun­ 
ishment of crimes of a similar na­ 
ture to the one charged.

T h ree Brainerd M en Killed. 


News reached this city on Sunday 
morning that a fearful accident bad oc­ 
curred near Fond du Lac on St. Paul A 
Duluth mao, in which a freight train of 
the Non hem Pacific had been thrown 
from the track down the embankment 
60 feet high which overlooks the St. 
Louis River, and that the engineer, fire­ 
man and head brakeman bad been in­ 
stantly killed, the locomotive, six cars 
of coal and two empty cars leaving the 
track, the engine turning over four times 
and landing on its back in the river with 
only the cow catcher in sight. The fol­ 
lowing particulars we copy from the 
Duluth Herald, and which is about cor­ 
rect as they had a reporter at the scene 
of the accident that day: 
To-day we are called upon to chronicle 
the most disastrous accident that has 
ever occurred on this end of the Bt. Paul 
and Duluth railroad. The accident oc­ 
curred about one mile and a half south 
of Fond du Lac, near the residence of 
ll. E. Chambers. 
Any person who is 
familiar at alt with the road between 
Duluth and the Junction knows that for 
three miles south of Fond du Lac, and 
even further, the road is built on an em­ 
bankment which overlooks the Bt. Louis 
river. 
To keep the ground from being 
washed out from under the track into 
the river by heavy rains and the action 
of the water, huge walls of solid masonry 
have been built down to the waters edge. 
It appears that either the action of the 
water of the Bt. Louis river or the heavy 
rains of Saturday night completely wash­ 
ed away the soft clay from underneath 
the masonry, and the consequence was 
that the whole track for sonic feet fell 
down the declivity. 
The ill fated train 
wa* a Northern Pacific freight, engine 
258, in charge of Conductor Jnrnigan, 
and left Duluth some time between 8 
and 8:30 o'clock. 
It consisted of an en­ 
gine, twenty-eight cars, the regular up­ 
hill train compliment, and a pusher be­ 
hind. 
A freight train into Duluth, 
winch passed 
Conductor Jurnigan at 
Fond du I>ac, passed over the spot all 
right, but a man living directly across 
the river *aw the embankment give and 
endeavored to vet across the river to 
give the alarm, but for some time could 
not find a boat and when he did the oars 
were gone, and a* the river is very much 
swollen and in a turbulent condition, 
owing lo the recent heavy rains it was 
impossible to ford it and he could do 
nothing hut watch the train rush on to 
its impending doom. 
The train was 
running very slowly and cautiously as is 
customary over that pajt of the road, and 
In fact iii* impossible to do otherwise, 
as the grade between Fond du Lac and 
the Junction is very steep, there being 
an up grade some places of 90 feet to the 
mile. 
As near y can be learned from 
the men who arc in a position to know 
the embankment gave way as soon as the 
engine went on it and she went turub 
ling down toward 
the river, turning 
over four times before she reached it, 
and landing on her back in the water, 
in which condition she was last evening 
when a reporter pass over the road. 
The 
pusher al first did not notice the turn 
affairs had taken until eight cars, six 
loaded with coal and tws empties, had 
been dragged off the road aad down the 
embankment, when she 
was reversed 
and the remaining twenty cars were 
hauled back. 
The body of the engineer 
was found on the embankment and the 
firemen wa* found about half way down, 
with an immense stone resting on hi* ab­ 
domen. 
He lived abotir half an bour 
after the accident occurred and gave or­ 
ders as to the disposition of his body, 
which he wanted sent home to his moth­ 
er who live* in Maine. 
The news of the 
disaster was immediately telegraphed 
from Fond du Lac and both the Bt. Paul 
A Duluth and Northern Pacific wreck­ 
ing trains were immediately despatched 
to the scene of the accident. 
Superin­ 
tendent Kimberlv, of the Minnesota di­ 
vision of the Northern 
Pacific, Capt. 
Spalding, local claim agent, Mr. Bmall, 
mailer mechanic, and Dr. Bigger, sur- 
geon-in-chief of the road, reached Fond 
du Lac in the afternoon on a special from 
Brainerd, hut returned again in the eve­ 
ning. 
Coroner Samuel J. Thompson re­ 
ceived word from Superintendent Kim­ 
berly about 3 o’clock that his presence 
was required at the wreck and he crossed 
to Superior and took the 4:20 train which 
run Into that city yesterday. 
On reach­ 
ing Northern Pacific Junction the coro­ 
ner found the bodies of the engineer and 
fireman at that place and after viewing 
the bodies and questioning the railroad 
men arrived at the conclusion that an 
inquest was unnecessary. 
The bodies 
were then placed on board the train and 
taken to Brainerd. 
About 9 o’clock 
word word wa* received at the Junction 
that the track had been repaired and at 
6:30 the Dnluth passenger arrived, being 
the first train to cross the place w here 
the accident occurred. 
It was followed 
by Conductor Clark’s Northern Pacific 
freight which brought Conductor Jurni­ 
gan to the Junction. 
In crossing the 
new made track a car on 
Conductor 
Clark’s train left the track but was 
righted without any injury being re­ 
ceived. 
Conductor Crap’* Bt. Paul A 
Duluth freight then pulled out of the 
Junction at IO o’clock for Duluth with 
the coroner and reporter on board. 
The 
scene of the accident presented a wierd 
and ghostly appearance at that tune 
The engine could plainly be seen in the 
water upside down with the cowcatcher 
and top of the driving wheels sticking 
out. 
The cars were all turned over and 
lying half way down the embankment. 
The section men 
were att II working 
grading the track taking precautions to 
prevent any further casualties. 
Men are 
at work endeavoring to raise the engine, 
which is very badly smashed. 
The cars 
are also in a demoralized condition, a 
couple of them smashed into kindling 
wood. 
Ordinarily the 
road 
between 
Fond du Lac and the Junction is very 
dangerous and too much care cannot be 
exercised in keeping the road in thor­ 
ough repair. 


IU B. Harter, the engineer, was a man 
about forty years of age, and has been a 
longtime on the road. 
He has a wife 
but no family who resides in East Brain­ 
erd. 
He is insured in the Locomotive 
Brotherhood for $3,000. 
His body was 
taken to his home in Ohio for burial on 
Monday. 


Judkins, the fireman, was about thir­ 
ty five years of age and was a native of 
Waterville, Maine, where his family still 
resides. 
He was a widower with two 
children. 
He was a member of the order 
of United Workmen, and of ihc Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, 
It was 
Mr. Judkin’s last wish to be sent home 
to be buried but for some reasons best 
known to the parties who had the mat­ 
ter in charge he was interred here on 
Monday afternoon. 
When 
he 
was 
found a huge boulder was lying on his 
stomach but he could still talk. 
Ile real­ 
ized his situation telling the men to 
“ Hurry up boys, my breath is leaving 
me.” 
We understand that his body has 
been sent for by the lodtre he belonged to 
and it will be forwarded. 
Olson’s body has not yet been found 
although pieces of his skull were found 
in the wreck on Wednesday. 
He was 
undoubtedly all ground up in the wreck.

D em ocratic Convention. 
This issue of the Dispatch is de 
layed to enable us to give the pro 
ceedings of the Democratic legisla 
tive district convention, held this 
(Friday) afternoon at Little Falls 
A special car was secured to attach 
at the rear of the regular passenger 
train going south at 1:30 p. in. to 
convey the Crow Wing county del 
elates and friends and the Brainerd 
City Band to that place. 
A large 
number of people ass rn bled at the 
depot, the band played some stir­ 
ring airs, and general enthusiasm 
prevailed. 
Everybody was happy 
and it reminded people of the Kin­ 
dred campaign of two years a^o 
The train pulled out a little behind 
time 
with nearly 300 Brainerd 
voters on board. The run to Little 
Falls was enlivened by many amus­ 
ing incidents, prominent among 
which was the wearing of Cleve­ 
land badges by nearly all on board, 
which, in accordance with an agree­ 
ment with the railroad company, 
were provided for the occasion to 
secure free transportation in the 
special car. 
Several well known 
Blaine men wore 
the Cleveland 
badges with becoming dignity.— 
The Little Falls band were at the 
depot in that town, and gave some 
fine music on the arrival of the 
train. 
Chairman Houde of the 
central committee, and other prom­ 
inent citizens, met the Brainerd 
delegation there, and a march was 
made through the streets by the 
entire 
company, 
headed by the 
Brainerd band, the march finally 
ending at the court heuse, where 
the convention was to be held.— 
The column, while in motion, ex­ 
tended along the streets for several 
blocks, and the public school was 
temporarily dismissed to allow the 
children to view the unusual de­ 
monstration, and people could be 
seen 
gazing from windows and 
house-tops in every direction.— 
At the court house the convention 
was called to order by Leon Houde, 
chairman of the district committee, 
and Judge A. K. Maynard, of Long 
Prairie, was elected chairman of 
the temporary organization, and 
A. J. Demeules, of Sauk Rapids, 
secretary. 
Judge Maynard made a 
speech of considerable length, re­ 
viewing the history of the Demo­ 
cratic party, and of the country, 
presenting many interesting ob­ 
servations from his own personal 
experience, he, being more than 
eighty years of age. 
The judge is 
a very interesting and entertaining 
speaker. 
The committee on cre­ 
dentials reported as follows, and 
the report was adopted: 
Crow Wing county, 
Wm. E. 
[Martin, substitute for S. H. Relf; 
H S. Totten, C, D. Johnson, P. 
Mertz, James Dew ar, D. S. Mooers 
and Ij. H. Dodge. 
Morrison county, Leon Houde, 
N. Gravel, Henry Rasicot, Joseph 
Ducette, N. Morin, C. A. Sprandel, 
W. G. Foihv, A. F. Storey and A. 
Guernon. 
Benton county, A. J. Demeules, 
Joseph Campbell 
and Abner St. 
Cyr, each entitled to two votes. 
Mille Lacs, If. B. Cowles, en­ 
titled to two votes. 
Todd county, A. K. Maynard, S. 
C. Warner, M. C. Kennedy and 
Charles Harkins, the latter entitled 
to two votes. 
The temporary officers were then 
made permanent. 
The Todd 
county 
delegation 
lacked one vote of having the num­ 
ber it was entitled to. 
The com­ 
mittee on resolutions, consisting of 
A. F. Storey, Joseph Campbell and 
James Dewar, 
presented a very 
lengthy and able platform. 
It en­ 
dorsed the national and congres­ 
sional ticket, and denounced in 
strong terms the Minneapolis mill­ 
er’s association. 
It demanded that 
railroad companies 
furnish sites 
upon sidetracks for warehouses or 
elevators on demand, regardless of 
capacity, and furnish cars for same, 
also equal rates for all without dis­ 
crimination. 
It condemned the 
issue of (lasses to members of the 
legislature and to any persons who 
are not employes of the companies. 
It demanded the abolition of the 
office of railroad commissioner, and 
instead thereof a railroad commis­ 
sion, to consist of not less than 
three persons, empowered to prose­ 
cute railroad companies at tile ex­ 
pense of the state for violations of 
the law. 
The resolutions were unanimous­ 
ly adopted. 
The convention then 
proceeded to the selection of a 
legislative ticket, the district being 
entitled to three representatives. 
A. F. Storey then nominated 
George W. Holland, of Brainerd, 
supporting the nomination with an 
excellent speech. 
The nomination 
was seconded by Leon Houde, who 
spoke briefly, hut to the point. Mr. 
Holland was then nominated unan­ 
imously by acclamation amid great 
enthusiasm. 
W rn. E. Martin then nominated 
Hon. J. Simmons, and spoke briefly 
of Mr. Simmons’ qualifications, ex­ 
perience and availability as a can­ 
didate. 
The nomination was sec­ 
onded by James Dewar, and unan­ 
imously carried by the convention. 
Judge Maynard 
presented the 
name of H. C. Hughes, of Todd 
county, hut the nomination was 
defeated bv a vote of the conven­ 
tion. A. I . Storey then nominated 
Judge A. K. Maynard, and the 
nomination was seconded by M. 
C. Kennedy and others, and car­ 
ried by acclamation amid tremend­ 
ous applause. 
Judge Maynard de­ 
clined to he a candidate, for the 
reason that he had pledged himself 
to support Mr, Hughes. 
A recess 
was taken for deliberation, but the 
convention was unanimous in the 
determination that Judge Maynard 
should run, and before the conven­ 
tion adjourned, but after all hope 
for the success of Mr. Hughes was 
abandoned, the judge informally 
gave the convention to understand 
that he would remain on the tick­ 
et. 
While a committee was out to 
find Messrs. Holland and Simmons 
to introduce them to the conven­ 
tion. 
Dr. A. Guernon was elected 
chairman of the district committee 
for the ensuing two years. 
Each 
of the 
three nominees made a 
speech, adopting the platform, and 
arousing much enthusiasm. 
The 
convention then adjourned. 
During the evening a grand torch 
light 
procession, 
serenades, 
speeches, etc., occupied tho time 
until the train arrived aud bore 
Brainerd’* merry 
throng home­ 
ward.

Of this, however, we 
need not sjH-ak. as the wisdom of thus 
lim iting infection is acquiesced in gen ­ 
erally by intelligent people, ami the 
law is usually obeyed.

minor infractions of the laws of health 
that should be mentioned, which phy­ 
sicians have repeatedly called attention 
to, but tile higher laws of fashion and 
custom apj»ear to exert a prepondera­

A Pavement That W ill Last. 


London and Paris say that they have 
at last solved this problem. 
After ex­ 
perimenting with wooden pavements for 
years, the English capital gave them up 
as a failure. 
About ten years ago, how­ 
ever, it tried a new system of wooden 
pavem ents—or, rather, a combination 
of wood and stone— which did very 
well. 
The stone foundation was made 
of concrete, cement, gravel and sand, 
and stretched in an arch from curb to 
curb, readily anpporting the traffiethat 
rolled over it. 
Wooden blocks were 
laid upon this as a cushion for the hoi se*’ 
feet and the ears of the public, aud 
held together by 
asphalt. 
The new 
pavement gradually won its way to 
popular favor in London, and it is now 
essentially the pavement of that city. 
In the last Urn years fifty-three miles of 
it have been laid, all of which is in good 
condition, and gives com plete satisfac­ 
tion.

Dismantling the Guns. 


Springfield R epublican: 
About 120

Springfield rifles are now dismantled at 
the armory daily, and Ruch parts as fit 
the new breech loading model are re­ 
used. 
The guns thus taken to pieces 
are part of tho 500,000 old-style rifles 
made at the armory during tho war and 
stored there unused after 1805. 
The 
dism antling Hogan in 1808, when it was 
found that the whole gun could lie sold 
in the market for only $1.50, w hile the 
parts which could be used in the new 
model, together w ith the sale of the re­ 
mainder as scrap iron or to shotgun 
makers, would net the Government 
aland $4. 
The parts sold are mainly 
the stock and barrel and scrap material, 
and most of these parts go to manufac­ 
turers of cheap shotguns. 
The W hit­
